She then said: I can’t tell 
you exactly when Mosse left the house that after­ 
noon but it was soon after three o'clock. I did 
not see her that day. 
A week had passed by;s he 
Knew of his arrest and the grave charge against 
him, and then she came to my office and told me 
about the ring, and in Mr. Woodyatt’s presence I 
asked her when Mosse left the house that day.

were they all dreams, this world is replete with 
the splendid possibilities held out to every y oung 
man who haa nerfe to grasp the struggle of life 
with the Arm hand of honesty and determination. 
This great government holds out to every boy 
that lives beneath its flag, roy al opportunities, 
glittering possibilities. Frank C. Thiel’s life 
was made for a purpose. It had a place iu this 
universe. No man had a right to take it, and the 
man who took it ha# no right to live. 
\ ou know well the value of life: y ou know how 
sweet it is to live, with friends and loved ones all 
around y ou. And y our experience here where 
death follows life as night the day teaches y ou to 
know how solemn and how awful is death, ana 
y ou know what a heart a man must have to kill 
and murder his fellow maU|Ond how bitter should 
bs the punishment pi 1dm who feloniously takes 
life. Mr. Bethea has most aptly said, it Is hn old 
command: “ Thou shalt not kill.” He say s it 
now to save the life of his client. If this man has 
a heart beating m his bosom and a conscience to 
warn him, that same command would have rung 
in his ears and deafened him beiore this. Lile is 
all we have. It is ike world, take it and y ou take 
all. You incur a debt that can never be paid. 
Oh! how every thing that lives loves life. It is 
not alone the civilization of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury , but y ou can trace it clear back through all 
the ages even to the men of the river drift. 
Every 
living thing clings to it, for when it is gone the 
future is a my stery . Not only hnmanlty loves it 
but the meanest animal that crawls will recoil 
and sting if attacked. The gentlest dove that 
sails on wings will turn and fight its pursuer 
when its life is assailed or that of its y oung. God 
planted this love of life in every human heart, iu 
the breats of every living thing. And so it is the 
law makes murder the highest crime and inflicts 
its severest penalties. There is but one way to 
protect life.

The gal­ 
lows ig all there is left, a rigid enforcement of the 
law bff trial juries alone remains, ff we won Id 
banisb murder from our land juries must do it. 
The law standing on our 
statue books is power 
less in Itself, it only assures life and 
becomes 
powerful when juries apply and enforce it. 
Re­ 
member that every man charged of crime is tried 
by ajury. 
The law, the fact, and all is fiuallyin 
every case submitted to twelve men, whose power 
in the case is almost omnipotent. 
The protec­ 
tion of our lives and homes remains in the hands 
of juries, such as you are. I f you Tail ne we know 
not where to look.

Saturday closed the J anuary term of 
our circuit court.

the Mosse murder, Honey Creek post

in the latter suit there lias 
been some astonishment expressed that 
Judge Brown refused a new trial. 
It is a 
matter about which we are unable to ex­ 
press an opinion. 
The Judge said, in 
some of his side remarks, arid not offici­ 
ally, that he did not believe any good re­ 
sulted in wills generally, that the testator 
was often influenced improperly by some 
child to favor the person present at the 
last illness. 
He thought the law making 
distribution of the property after the death 
sufficient. There are 
not agree with the Judge, 
ing that each person has a full right 
to dispose of his property as he may see 
fit when he himself is through with it. 


A V eterinary Horrson'a k seom u teu d aiton 
A few y ear« ego it was well suggested by 
an eminent veterinary surgeon that the 
early signs of rabies should be printed on ev 
ery dog license, but the disease diminished 
and the suggestion was never acted upon 
The knowledge of these signs, however, is 
one that every dog fancier, be he under 
graduate or shopman, collier or curate, 
should make a point of possssdng. Any 
change of manner or custom in such a c 
tore of habit as the dog should at once arouse 
suspicion. If a quiet dog become restless, a 
friendly one morose and sullen, a lively one 
listless, an affectionate one quarrelsome, a 
social one retiring and fond of darkness, a 
home keeping one prone to wanderings and 
late hours, there is at once sufficient warrant 
for watchfulnars, if not for isolation. 
The licking of cold objects, the swallowing 
of straw and paper, the tearing of clothes, 
and furniture, the mapping at airy nothings, 
are all sy mptoms of serious import, even 
without the hoarse, muffled howl which is 
regarded by experts as characteristic of the 
disease. 
Their early recognition is import- 
tant, for if the ease be one of rabies they 
will probably culminate in a day or two in a 
fit of mad fury which will leave little doubt 
as to the nature of the disease. 
Before that 
comes, however, every observant and intelli­ 
gent owner should have isolated his dog, and 
placed mischief out of his power.—London 
Saturday Review. 


T he E arly H istory of H orseateah. 
It is natural that France should have led 
the way in the open and undiaguished return 
to this particular fleshpot: for, though for 
long centuries tabooed in England, Ger­ 
many , and Scandinavia, the use of horse­ 
flesh has alway s tacitly survived in Paris, at 
all event« . After many efforts to put it 
down the police forbade its sale in 17 39 , again 
in 17 62,17 8 0, and 17 84, when the preamble of 
the police ordinance sought “ to prevent the 
diseases which the use of such meat cannot 
but occasion.” It is on record that during 
the revolution all Paris lived once for six 
months on honeflmh. In 1803 it was offi­ 
cially permitted, but the permission was al­ 
most immediately withdrawn. 
In 1811 im­ 
mense quantities of it were suddenly seized 
in the jtopulous quarters of the town.—Sat­ 
urday Review.

TH EIR LABOR A RELIABLE SOURCE 


OF IN D U STRIA L W EALTH. 


Hnmble Worker« Who are Outside the 
l’ale of Statistic« —The Ex tent and 
Variety of Kustar Occupations— 
Facts of Interest. 


The terms industry and manufacture arc 
in a g eneral anise sy nonoraous, but In 
Ru ssia, 
Norway , Sweden, and some parti of Ger­ 
many a distinction must las made in a statis 
tical point of v iew. 
The Randan domestic 
or home industries, based upon the labor of 
entire families, and conducted during the 
long winter term when the peasants are not 
eng ag ed in ag ricultural or other outdoor 
paiaaite, form a subject of wide and deserv 
ing interest It is adv isable that mtnnfac 
turan and others abroad shook! be informed 
of thfc bosy underly ing element which ipeci 
fically affeete commercial relations with the 
empire of Russia. 
These indu stries, with which the home 
manufacturer and the foreign importer have 
to compete, may be described as su pplemen­ 
tary occu pations, and the domestic artisan 
eng ag ed in them is known as 
a “Ku xtar. ” 
Primitiv e and for the most part accidental, 
being determined by loeal circu mstances, 
they are at all times cru de, often hereditary, 
and in general dependent u j>on obsolete and 
primev al appliances for their working. Not­ 
withstanding su ch disadvantageou s condi­ 
tions, the labor of the Ku s tar is for Ru ssia 
one of its most reliable sou rces of indu strial 
wealth, su fficient to meet the wants and su p­ 
ply the needs of the commonalty of the 
empire. 
THE WARES OF THE KUHTAR. 
To the ou tsider the world of the Ku star is 
a hidden and u nexplored sphere, ou tside the 
pale of statistics and apart from association 
with large factories and cou nting-rooms. 
The hu mble workors strive in their pleasant 
homes, often far from the sou rces of su pply 
and demand, throu ghou t the length and 
iweadth of the nation, and form an im­ 
portant element of its internal resou rces. 
The wares of the Ku star fu rnish St. Peters­ 
bu rg, Moscow and other large towns with 
their requ irements, the stores of all dealers 
containing absolu tely 
Ru ssian 
produ cts. 
Boots and shoes an« fu rnished at a cost al­ 
most beyond comprehension. 
In Kimri a 
pair of calfskin shoes can be pu rchased at 
wholesale for 45 cent« . 
Cu tlery made by 
the Ku star has long since su rprised Sheffield 
manu factu rers by its ru inou sly low price. 
This cu tlery holds sway in the markets of 
the east, and even finds its way to China. 
Domestic u tensils, earthen, metal, porcelain, 
china and glassware are su pplied in over­ 
whelming qu antities at prices which prohibit ' 
home and foreign competition. 
In textile 
produ ctions the extent of Ku star indu stry is 
shown in the ou tpu t of domestic weaving» in 
seven governments where this indu stry is 
general, the valu e being in 18K1 $23,500,000. 
The manu factu re of textile produ cts give« 
employment to a mass of Ku star popu lation, 
and is by no means on the wane, in spite of 
the establishment of manu factories, with 
which the peasant weavers seem fu lly able 
to compete. 
In articles of toilet and lu xu ry, 
su ch as brocades, velvet and lace, the Ku star 
takes exceptionally high rank. In the manu ­ 
factu re 
of 
carpets 
the 
women 
of 
sou thern 
Ru ssia 
have 
long 
been 
expert; 
the 
filigree 
work 
of 
the 
ancient Italian silversmith is still hereditary 
in Nijni-Novgu rod, and the religiou s icons of 
the Ru ssians are well known throu ghou t 
Eu rope and the East for their artistic m erit; 
equ ally ingeniou s nnd artistic are the lac­ 
qu ered wares in papier-mache, and the carv- 
in wood and bone, which rivai the 
Swiss. In 
fact, from these domestic 
indu stries all 
articles necessary in peasant life and the 
commonalty arc su pplied, from a sandal, or 
a nail, or a wheel, u p to the su mptu ou s 
articles of lu xu ry. 
ARTISANS AS WELL AS PEASANTS. 
The lalmr of the Ru ssian peasants does 
not engage more than one-half the year in 
agricu ltu ral pu rsu its; therefore it can easily 
lie u nderstood that resort mu st bo hod to 
tome su pplementary occu pation. 
In the 
government of Moscow, in 1880, there were 
150,000 Ku stars engaged at their homes, of 
whom 50,000 were weavers. 
In the Kimri 
district 30,000 are engaged in making shoes; 
there are a few shoe factories operating Ger­ 
man machinery, bat they are of small di­ 
mensions. 
Weaving gives employment to 
the greatest nu mber of domestic workers, 
and the produ ct ranges from cheap cotton 
weaving at 4% to ft cent« per yard u p to vel­ 
vet« at $4,50 per yard. Other occu pations 
are nail making, brass and bronze casting, 
the produ ction of cu tlery, locks, saddlery, 
hardware, domestic u tensils, 
glassware, 
mu sical instru ments, clocks, papier-mache 
gotxls, knit goods, etc. 
In thi! districts lying in the basin of the 
river Sou ri u very singu lar bu siness is pu r­ 
su ed—the breeding of cat« for the traveling 
Ku star s. These, as hawkers of small wares, 
travel throu gh the valley from village t > 
village, trafficking for fcho cats, which thov 
carry olT in a bag, and when ou tside the 
town they qu ickly skin their victims 
and 
proceed on their way. 
By this method mill­ 
ions o f< at -kins annu ally find their way to 
the fu r < enters of the empire. 
The fact that 
so large a portiou of the Ru ssian peasantry 
axe Ku stars as well as agricu ltu rists, oj» cr­ 
ate« to su ppress efforts to introdu ce modern 
manu factu ring methods.—Boston Bu dget.
